To the 28th and 29th years of the 
Emperor Kwang Heu, Kwangesi 
Province was boneycombed with 
tufei, who travereed the provinoe 
in bandassveral thousands strong, 
murdering énd looting the peace- 
fal inhabitants, and it was finally 
found that the principal caase of 
the disturbances was’ gambl- 
ing, which is jaseparable 
from _ theft and robbery. 
General Sham OChan-husn 
spent two years in suppressing 
the trouble, and when normal 
conditions were restored he issued 
prcelamationa sll: over the pro- 
vinoe striotly probibiting gambl- 
ing of all kinds, Since then no 
gangs of robbera were seen until 
last year, when the fiaancial con- 
dition of the provinces was most 
desperate on acconat of the eup- 
pression of the Monarchy move- 
ment, Ganerdl Luk Wing-ting re- 
moved the gambling prabibition, 
in order to raise fande for his 
Northern Expedition. 1: was then 
decided that after 9 period of six 
qmonthe, gambling should be sup- 
pressed again, but on account of 
the transfer of General Luk ‘to 
Kwangturg, hie .eaococssor hag’ 
not been sirict in the matter. 
When the gambling licences were 
renewed, fhe Provincial Assembly 
and the gentry of the province 
telegraphed to the Oentral 
Government strongly objecting to 
the decision of their Shenchang, 
end Parliament in Peking also 
passed reeolatione on the prohibi- 


tion of gambling in Kwangasi, 


but no result was obtained. Ag

Kwangasi ie certainly hard up, 
but there is no need of 80 large, 
ao gum to make up the deficits.

600,000, and this together with 
the eum of $700,000 granted by 
the late President, would be more 
than ‘sufficient to defray the ex- 
penses of tue new recraita of two 
thousand men and expedition of 
General Lak's troops {o Hanan, 
The anzaal subvention from the 
Central Government and the 
neighbouring province is asually 
several tens of thongande of 
Jollara, bat since the reform 
of the land tax last yaar thore haw 
been an annual increaee of more 
‘then 6 million dollars. Therefore 
we believe tet there will be: oo 
farther deficit in the Budget. 
Moreover, the aathorities oan 
reduce the present uumber of 
troups, thas suving a large fund. 
It is reported that no person, be 
he an official or ordinary citisan, 
iseafe outside the city wall of 
the provincisl capitsl there.

Bafore his 
t.king over the sffaire of’ the 
province, Shenchaag Lin declared
